Ohia3iilitia Fire Upon a Mob 
_ 
of Citizens. 


TO PROTECT A RAP18T. 


Two of the Mob Killert and Many 
Others Injured—More Trouble 
May Follow. 


U ruana , O., June 4 .—A mob 
of 1,000 men attacked the jail early 
this (Friday ) morning with the 
p urp ose 
of 
ly nching 
“ Click” 
Mitchell, who stands convicted of 
the brutal assault of a white wo­ 
man. 
The attack had been ex­ 
p ected and the militia, who have 
been g uarding Mitchell since his 
arrest, were ready for the mob 
When the would-be ly nchers ap 
p roached almost to the soldiers the 
latter op ened fire on the crowd. 
At least twenty shots were fired 
with the result that two men were 
killed and seven or eig ht others 
more or less seriously wounded 
The dead are : 
Harry Bell, shot throug h the 
head. 
Ilag ins, shot throug h the 
body . 
The wounded are : 
Dr. Charles Thomson, of North 
Lewisburg , shot in the head. 
West Bowman, of Cable, shot in 
the hip . 
Ray Dickerson, 
shot 
in the 
shoulder. 
Dennis Graney , shot in the leg 
below the knee. 
Zack War^liN shot in the arm. 
Sherman S^^Deaton, shot in the 
hip . 
Ray McClure, shot in the arm. 
Phy sicians are on the g round at­ 
tending to the injured. 
The sheriff has wired Governor 
Bushnell for assistance. 
When the shooting occurred a 
crowd of a thousand p eop le stooc 
cong reg ated around the jail. It hac 
been rumored 
that 
an 
attemp t 
would be made on the jail and hang 
Mitchell. 
The crowd was more 
boisterous than at any time since 
the p risoner had been confined in 
the jail. 
The crowd was howling for the 
p risoner and more determined to 
secure jMitchell. 
It had crowded 
into the jail y ard and was crowd­ 
ing toward the jail. 
Cap t. Geo. 
W . Leonard, in command of the 
militia, addressed the crowd and 
g ave them three minutes to dis­ 
p erse. 
There was a g eneral rush from 
the jail y ard, but the crowd ag ain 
returned. 
The noise had subsided, 
and the demonstration was less p ro­ 
nounced. 
Fully half an hour had 
elap sed from the time the order 
was g iven, when the roaring of 
musketry was heard. 
Volley after volley was fired, un­ 
til as many as twenty shots had 
been fired into the crowd. 
For 
awhile there was a g eneral p anic, 
and the dead and wounded were 
carried in every direction in search 
of doctors’ offices. 
Dr. 
Robert 
Henderson, Dr. H. E. Pearce, Dr. 
J . C. Burcher and Dr. Havens 
were all called into service and 
their offices looked like a reg ular 
hosp ital. 
The streets are crowded and the 
most intense excitement p revails. 
Now that the 
p eop le have seen 
their neig hbors shot down, the feel­ 
ing is g etting intense. 
The 
p eop le 
are 
wonderfully 
worked up and there may be more 
trouble. 
Another victim of the 
shooting has just been Rep orted, 
Ralp h McComb, of this city, who 
was shot in the arm. 
There was g eneral reliet lierc 


early last evening because it was 
ihoug ht the ly nching of Mitchell 
had been p revented by p romp t ac­ 
tion and strateg y . 
The g rand jury 
that was emp aneled y esterday re­ 
turned 
an 
indictment 
ag ainst 
Mitchell last nig ht for the criminal 
assault of ^Irs. 
Eliza Gaumer, 
white. 
The court 
thanked the 
jury for its “ g ood day ’s work.” 
Then Sheriff 
McLean and his 
dep uties took Mitchell into court, 
dressed 
in 
a 
soldier’s 
uni­ 
form. 
As the militia were on duty 
about the court house and the jail, 
this disg uise of the p risoner worked 
p erfectly . 
The crowds that were 
about the g rounds and in 
the 
streets did not know what was 
g oing on, and those 
who saw 
Mitchell en route from the jail to 
the court house did not recog nize 
him. 
The 
doors to 
the 
court 
house 
were 
all 
g uarded 
by 
militia. 
Prosecuting 
Attorney 
Waite 
rep resented 
tiie 
state, 
and 
Attorney 
Flaug her 
the 
p risoner. 
With the military about 
the building and the crowds out­ 
side, Mitchell was badly scared. 
Fie waived the reading of the in­ 
dictment, p lead g uilty and was 
sentenced to the extreme limit for 
criminal assault, twenty years in 
the p enitentiary . 
The heaVing oc­ 
cup ied only a few moments. 
The 
court ordered the sheriff to take 
the p risoner to Columbus last nig ht. 
At ter Mitchell was sentenced 
there was trouble ag ain. It was be­ 
lieved the officers mig ht g et Mitchell 
throug h the crowd disg uised as a 
soldier, but his color p revented this 
p lan, and a carriag e was driven up 
to the jail, but the mob broke in 
and demanded the p risoner. 
The 
jail was strong ly g uarded bv tlie 
militia, and the sheriff felt secure 
so long as he did not venture out. 
The g overnor refused to send more 
troop s to Urbana last nig ht and the 
attemp t^to remove the p risoner to 
Columbus was abandoned. 
At I :30 this morning the mob 
that had been assembled all day 
made its attack on the jail, with 
the result already detailed.

C. A. Cummins, who has b een 
doing the Sarcoxie b erry push for 
the press, has returned to the city 
after an extended period of three 
weeks in the b erry fields of Jasper 
county, says the Springfield Re­ 
pub lican, 
He gives a glowing description 
of the smaP fruit industry down 
there, and says it is the b iggest 
thing out of doors for Sarcoxie. 
He estimates the numb er of pickers 
at 10,OCX), and places the expendi­ 
ture for all purposes at $35,000, 
most all of which has b een expend­ 
ed in Sarcoxie since the picking 
started three weeks ago. 
Pickers 
averaged $i a day, many making 
as high as $2.50. 
Large families 
were strictly in it, frequently run­ 
ning up to $8 and $10 per day. 
The numb er of acres in cultivation 
is ab out 1,500 and the total numb er 
of car load shipments, when the 
entire crop is in, will b e in the 
neighb orhood of 250, which were 
landled b y the Frisco, the largest 
crop yet grown b y the Sarcoxie 
Horticultural association. 
Mr. Cummins estimates that out 
of the 10,000 pickers not less than 
1,000 were b ums of the worst order, 
who had b een attracted there b y 
\\ hat they took to b e a prospect 
"'or something dead easy. 
When 
hey discovered b y actual trial that 
licking strawb erries was not the 
kind of work they were after they 
quit the place very rapidly. 
The 
real stayers were the women, who 
were represented b y several thou­ 
sand. 
They did their work well 
and made good money out of it. 
The merchants of Sarcoxie en­ 
joyed an immense b usiness and are 
unusually happy. 
Mr. Cummins 
says that the b erry b usiness is yet 
in its infancy, and he predicts that 
the next five years will see the 
present numb er of acres doub led. 
The b usiness has b een very profit­ 
ab le ever since first estab lished, 
some six years ago, and this season 
has b een an unusually prosperous 
one, as the early shipments b rought 
per crate and more.
